She was taken to the morgue and was placa on 


a steel trolley to be wheeled into the freezing chamber for 
the night to nwait a post mortem examination this morning. 
Then a policeman saw an cye and then her cheek flicker. 


A few minutes later she sat up and asked: 


“Am 1 dead?" 


Mrs Baulch was taken back to the hospital and treatrd 
for the head cut and released 90 minutes later. Since then 
she has disappeared and polloe have been unable to find her. 

Hospital authorities explained the Incident — first of its 
kind in Melbourne — by saying tt Is possible for the heart 
and lungs to stop momentarily.—United Press.

A fruit) merchant, Gactano 
Saccaro, 58, was shot down in 
the centre cf the city yester- 
day while waiting for a bus. 
The three klilers hopped into u 
waiting car ond sped away, 


Saccaro was the fifth person 
to die im the current wave of 
terror. Three other persons 
have disappeared, including one 
whe may have beer pushed 
from a ship. 

The police also believe that 
two killings in Milan may have 
been connected with the same 
gang warfare. Tho victims were 
relatives of Salvatore Galatolo, 
member of the “market Mafia" 
who was killed by a burst of 
machinegun fire inside the frult 
and vegetable market last year. 

A few months later, another

Bees Guided 
By Sun 


Vienna, Aug. 19. 

Bees guide themselves by 
a mysterious sense which 
tells them in what direction 
the sun is at all hours of 
the day and = night, Pro- 
fessor Kurl Frisch, head of 
Munich University’s Zoo- 
logical Institute, tok’ the 
16th International Bee 
Keepers’ Congress here, 

Professor Frisch, known ' for 
his work on ‘the language of 
the bees,” sald experiments 
ehowed that bees definitely 
guided themselves by the sun 
and, us the sun wag constantly 
changing position, this implicd 
that they also had a knowledge 
of time. 

Bees hod been shown to have 
an "inner clock" time sense, 
This bad been cytablished by an 
experiment in which begs were 
taught to f0ed at a certain tlme 
of the day In a dark room in 
Paris and were then transported 
by plane within 18 hours to 
New York. 

There, despite the foc, that 
sun-tIme was cnlirey different, 
exectly 24 hours after their last 
meal the bees cought their 
food again in a dark room. 

Professor Frisch sald that 
when bees find a feeding place 
they communicate, by an 
dotricat, “dance,” nat only 
the direction with regard to 
the sun but also the exact dis- 
tance to the feeding place.—

Unique Problems

Now that, with the, building 
of Calder Hail, the first stage In 
exploiting nuclear power his 
been successfully achieved, 
Harwell and Risley are turning 
lo more advanced types of 
nuciear furnace which muy 
eventually lead to cheaper atom 
power The largest of these 
projects: is the “broeder* 
furnace which js being bullt at 
Dounreay in the north of 
Scotiand, This type of nuclear 
furnace has the valuable pro- 
perty of — converting Inert 
uranium Into atomic fuel to 
such an extent that It produces 
nore fuel than it burns. 

The Dounrtay furnace, which 
was designed at Risley on the 
basis of experiments done at 
Harwell, will be contained In a 
Jarge steel shell, which Is now 
nearing completion, although 
the power station as a whole 
will not be ready for a few 
years yel. 


Cheaper 


Another importint project, 
widch Is still being worked on, 
at Hawrell is that of bullding 
nuclear furnaces to work on 
utumie fuel imade from thorium 
instead of uranium. Thorium 
is more common and cheaper 
{han uranium and should be an 
hinportant source of power in 
the future.

I hope “Ostinato” will 
agree that there are many more 
who aro not in o position to 
appreciate or who could not be 
bothered to read a fully de- 
tailed analysis (which at a cur- 
sory reading often tends to show 
an artist In a worse light than 
he really merits) than thero are 
those who can fully appreciate 
the value of such a tion. 
If I can persuade any people 
who could not otherwise bo 
bothered, to come to the second 
recital by this great artist on 
Monday, and to share a great 
musical experience, then I con- 
sider that I have done some 
thing worthwhile towards rals- 
ing the standard of music and 
towards the appreciation of 
good| music In the Colony.
